American Troops Forming First E x ­ 
pedition Being Mobilized. 
W ashington, 
Oct. 
I.— American 
troops are now moving toward Cuba. 
Mobilization of the force will be at 
Nt wport Nows, Va., for the most part, 
although a part of the first expedition­ 
ary force to Cuba will be sent from 
New York and Tampa, Fla. 
Advices received at the departments 
of the military establishment of tile 
government indicate that all is quiet 
in Cuba, and that the insurgents in­ 
tend to lay down 
their arms. 
The 
probability 
is 
that 
United 
States 
forces in fin.* island 
will be landed 
only us a precautionary measure. 
As 
far ns officials of the government here 
are advised, no trouble of a serious 
kind is anticipated; but, in accordance 
with 
instructions 
from 
President 
Roosevelt, 
hurried preparations 
are 
being made for the sending of an ex­ 
peditionary force of the army to Cuba. 
The first American 
troops will be 
landed 
at Havana 
next 
Saturday. 
Meantime, 
tile 
marines 
and 
blue­ 
jackets from 
the American 
fleet in 
Cuban waters will protect American 
interests and support Secretary Taft, 
provisional governor of Cuba, in pre­ 
serving order and protecting life and 
property. 
In official circles here American in­ 
tervention was regarded as inevitable. 
How long i+ may continue it is impos­ 
sible to foretell. 
Arrangements have been concluded 
not o n l y for the 
first expeditionary 
force to Cuba of 5,600 men, but for a 
second force of equal numbers. 
No 
orders for the mobilization of the sec­ 
ond force have been issued, but if the 
men a r e tm ded all arrangements have 
boon completed for hurrying them to 
Cuba, a: tho earliest possible moment. 
It is certain that a sufficient force 
of American troops will be maintained 
in Cuba 
to support the

the Cubans.
